Cancellations. 


SHORT time ago Office Appliances commented 
A on the fact that dealers in a desperate effort to 
obtain their merchandise requirements were order- 
ing far in excess of their necessities in the hope that 
manufacturers, who were scaling orders, would in 
scaling down excess orders, manage to give them about 
what they would need. Manufacturers handled the 
tremendous volume of business on orders as best they 
could, apportioning their product justly in most cases 
and at the same time being at pains to take care of 
reliable customers. 


But a change has come over the situation and there 
is now sharp complaint on the part of the manufac- 
turers that dealers are cancelling their orders. When 
everybody was buying with both hands and scattering 
the money right and left, it was only human nature 


to assume that such a condition would last indefinitely, 
but apparently it has come to an end. People are buy- 
ing with caution where they are buying at all and deal- 
ers no longer can take care of the quantities of goods 
being poured in upon them now that the factories are 
beginning to catch up with back orders. From a dearth 
of merchandise we appear to be in danger for a time of 
a plethora. A good rule for everyone to follow is to 
cancel only those orders which must be cancelled, to 
stretch a point wherever possible, to accept merchandise 
ordered and to stand some loss for the sake of future 
prosperity. Better conditions will come and that very 
soon we are certain, because the normal needs of 110,-. 
000,000 human beings will alone occupy pretty freely 
the resources of the nation and as time goes on, more 
and more goods will be demanded abroad, particularly 
with the stabilizing of foreign exchange, which sooner 
or later must return more nearly to normal levels.

Germany and German Typewriters. 


HE AGENT of a prominent typewriter writes 
i with regard to the sale of German machines in 
the Balkans that they are very much lower in price 
than American typewriters, but that the German 
government does not permit American machines to 
enter Germany. The same company’s branch in the 
British Isles states that a number of German ma- 
chines are making their appearance in England not- 
withstanding the fact that American and British type- 
writers are not permitted to be sold in Germany. 

Office Appliances is inclined to believe that this ac- 
tion on the part of the German government is to be 
expected not only with regard to typewriters but with 
reference to other manufactured articles as well. The 
little we have learned concerning the situation in Ger- 
many indicates that conditions there are exceedingly 
difficult, principally on account of scarcity of raw ma- 
terials for manufacturing purposes and that the Ger- 
mans must husband their resources with a view to se- 
curing such materials to enable them to produce all the 
manufactured articles they can, at the same time avoid- 
ing wherever possible the utilization of their scant re- 
sources for the purchase of articles manufactured else- 
where. In other words, their present concern is to 
bring money into Germany and to send as little out as 
possible. This is the idea which prevails in other 
European countries as well as in Germany. 

Office Appliances hardly believes that the refusal of 
the Germans to purchase American or British type- 
writers will make much difference in the general situa- 
tion for a considerable time. When once again the 
Germans are able to purchase American machines, they 
will be willing to do so and to pay a premium for 
quality, as many, no doubt, would like to do even now. 
If we recall the matter correctly, the price of the Ger- 
man typewriters has always been about half that of 
American typewriters of like kind, yet nevertheless the 
American machines have in the long run outclassed 
their competitors.

Business Honor. 


NDER the above caption the Financial Letter for 

December 1 of the National City Bank of Chi- 
cago pays its compliments to that small coterie of busi- 
ness wobblers and wigglers whose prototypes in the 
underworld are contemptuously referred to as “welsh- 
ers.” The Bank says: 

“Efforts have been made by some importers to get 
their banks to refuse payment on irrevocable letters 
of credit so as to save the American buyers of foreign 
merchandise from having to take sugar and other 
commodities purchased abroad several months ago at 
much higher prices than now prevail. In support of 
these efforts some importers have set up frivolous 
claims based upon various pretexts to enable them to 
violate their contracts. In cases where the seller has 
lived up to his contract and has kept his part of the 
agreement, the American buyers ought to pay such 
claims forthwith. Any other course would cause the 
greatest confusion and imperil the validity of the irre- 
vocable letter of credit which must be safeguarded at 
all hazards. An importer can do no greater injury to 
his country’s foreign trade, nor to his own reputation 
in foreign markets, than to seek to hold up payment of 
a just debt, because the market went back on him after 
he had obligated himself to pay a specified price for a 
certain commodity. An irrevocable letter of credit, 


if it stands for anything, means instant payment on

presentation at maturity. If it is treated'in any other 
way, both the buyer of the goods and the bank that 
issued the letter of credit is injured irreparably and 
the American bill is put instantly under suspicion. 
This issue is clearly defined, for the man who will 
live up to a bargain only when it is financially advan- 
tageous for him to keep his word constitutes a poor 
moral risk and is a danger to the community. The 
great London banks on the occasion of the Southern 
cotton frauds several years ago took losses aggregating 
several million dollars, paying the claims even after it 
was known that fraudulent bills of lading had been 
issued. Victor Murdock, chairman of the Federal 
Trade Commission, in speaking before the American 
Specialty Manufacturers Association at Atlantic City 
the other day said that the first essential factor ‘enter- 
ing into confidence in business is inviolability of con- 
tract. Our pledge must continue to be our bond if the 
next few months are not to be a time of even greater 
difficulties." This is literally true and, fortunately, 
states the practice of 99 per cent of all right-minded 
business men.”

article by a retail stationer in reply to the query, “Is 
the individual trader doomed?” That he is not is the 
emphatic opinion of our English cousin who advances, 
among others, the following reasons for his opinion: 


(1) To every man with ambition the call of the stores 
will appeal in vain. We find it the same now as of old— 
the desire to become masters of their own destiny and 
rightly so. It is not natural for Englishmen to be cooped 
up by thousands and work as parts of a machine. Indi- 
vidualism is a very strong point for the continued exist- 
ence of the personal trader. The stores, co-ops, multiple 
shops, and any other class of concern cannot compete or 
hold a candle with the man that puts his individuality into 
his business. He knows his customers, he sells them 
what they want and he makes his business a success. 
How often have we seen, too, that the big concerns depend 
quite as much upon individuality as do the smaller 
concerns. 

(2) The large store cannot be everywhere. There will 
always be places that are not worth the attention of the 
big concerns, and in them the individual traders will 
flourish undisturbed. 

The advent of the telephone, the C. O. D. system, and 
other things that help the stores in this respect will not 
entirely do away with the person who much prefers to 
shop in the district in which he or she lives, and see and 
handle the goods before they buy. 

(3) There can never be in a large concern the same 
individual interest that there is in a small shop under 
modern conditions, for an assistant to do his best. The 
assistant who is in daily contact with the principal is 
much more a part of the concern than one of thousands 
or hundreds working together who are just parts of a 
machine.

We have not attempted to get the 
views of every leader in this field, but have approached 
just a few of the representative men in an attempt to 
form an average or composite opinion as to what the 


future is likely to hold.

One of those who views the outlook with confidence 
is J. Henry Longmaid, president of the Esterbrook 
Steel Pen Manufacturing Company, Camden, N. J. 
Mr. Longmaid says: 

“T am not a pessimist. I never have been a pessimist, 
nor can I be one now, even in the face of the difficult 
situation through which the country is passing. 

“We have beyond us as a nation a vast amount 
of work to undertake. We have ample funds on hand 
to undertake it if they are justly applied, and I most 
sincerely believe that after this winter is past we shall 
enter into a period of prosperity unequaled in the his- 
tory of the nation. As I just said, we have as a nation 
an ample supply of capital to carry out the plans which 
are being prepared for the future. We have at present 
the largest crop of cereals ever harvested in the United 
States. Our manufacturers are keyed up to the point 
where they can produce to an almost unlimited extent. 
The work we have to do in making up the building 
deficit arising as a result of the inactivity of the last 
six years in that line; the practical reconstruction of 
the railroads after their experience with government 
control and management; the development wherever 
possible of every hydro-electric plant, and the electri- 
fication not only of our railroads, but of our various 
industries as well—all these things the future holds 
for us to do. Furthermore, to assist the manufacturer 
and the farmer, and between them, the distributer, we 
must build and maintain in first class condition as 
many public highways throughout the United States 
as the needs of the population require. 

“These are but a few of the difficult tasks before us, 
and if we will only bend ourselves as a people to the 
accomplishment of our purposes without the interven- 
tion of the Government, but in accord with the laws 
we already have, we shall achieve a prosperity such as 
we have never before believed possible. We must un- 
derstand, of course, that in all this those who are at 
the helm must be guided as nearly as possible by the 
‘Golden Rule.’ ”

‘rank B. Towne, treasurer of the National Blank 
Book Company, Holyoke, Mass., says: 

“It is, of course, apparent that some of the war in- 
flation has been reduced and that the process is still 
going on. No one has ventured to prophesy how far 
it may go, nor what the consequences will be. The 
outlook does not disturb us, as we feel that anyone 
must expect to have some rough going when he starts 
to travel back toward pre-war conditions. 


Outlook for 1921. 

“As yet we have had no reductions in labor and only 
minor reductions in some raw materials, which are 
offset by advances in paper. Under such conditions, 
which are apparently to be with us for some weeks, if 
not longer, there is little likelihood of price reductions 
in our lines. We believe the retail dealers and others 
are disposed to be cautious in ordering and this we can 
only commend. It is a time for optimism as to the 
general future, but of conservatism as to the next few 
weeks or longer.” 


H. C. Yeiser, president 
Company, says: 

“We are now passing through the period of adjust- 
ment which is inevitable after the general dislocation 
of all normal conditions. It is not reasonable to ex- 
pect quick recovery after a long illness, or, as it might 
probably be better expressed in this instance, after a 
long spree; such a recovery, besides being prolonged 
in proportion to the length of the spree, is also some- 
what painful, and we must all pay up. 

“Without being able to state definite grounds for 
my conviction, | am of the opinion that it will take 
nearly a year to reach solid ground and go ahead with 
confidence for the future.” 

x * * 

The following expression of opinion is from O. A. 
Wilkerson, general manager of the Steel Equipment 
Corporation of Avenel, N. J., and president of the 
Steel Furniture Manufacturers’ Association: 

“We of the Steel Equipment Corporation are op- 
timistic. Talking with a prominent eastern banker to- 
day, he said: ‘Of course, the pressure of the mo- 
ment is great and many people are contributing to the 
pressure by crying around that everything is going to 
the bow-wows. Where is their faith in American busi- 
ness men to surmount obstacles? We have come 
through some real panics “on high.” Today we have 
no panic of any kind—just an orderly procedure of re- 
adjustment to normal conditions. It is bound to work 
out all right.’ 

“A western merchant’s size-up of the situation in 
a few words is worth repeating: ‘We have been buy- 
ing with enthusiasm and selling in cold blood. We 
will now buy in cold blood and sell with enthusiasm.’ 

“Business generally has already recognized the sit- 
uation stated above as the only safe, sane and normal 
way of doing things. We are on the right track and 
with patience things will soon be more normal and we 
will all be better off. As far as our corporation is 
concerned, if you wish to find us, look in the camp 
of the optimists, ‘where our tent is pitched.’ ”

The situation as it appears, we believe, to the ma- 
jority of the men in the typewriter industry is briefly 
summed up by A. J. Brewster, advertising manager 
of the L. C. Smith & Brothers Typewriter Company, 
Syracuse, N. Y., who says: 

“Our company is decidedly optimistic. In fact, our 
factory is running full force and is increasing produc- 
tion, rather than decreasing. 

“The United States is too big, too wealthy and too 
resourceful to be in the dumps for very long. After 
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the adjustment that is now going on is completed, we 
are going to have some years of good business.” 
* * * 

A. H. Barkerding, vice-president and manager of 
the ribbon and carbon manufacturing house of Mittag 
& Volger, Inc., Park Ridge, N. J., presents the follow- 
ing thoughts on the business outlook: 

“We have always been in the optimistic class, but it 
is most difficult to sense present conditions. Every- 
thing has seemingly come to such a sudden stop we 
are still a little bewildered by it. There are various 
reasons for the present slump. Manufacturers are in- 
clined to regard it as the readjustment between labor 
and capital to bring labor to a more reasonable and 
stable basis, and if such is the case and it shall quickly 
be over with by labor accepting reasonable terms, un- 
doubtedly we shall then get on our feet within a com- 
paratively short time. We sincerely hope such may be 
the case. 

“It is contended by some of our able minds that the 
present restriction in trade and production, with the 
consequent slump would never have occurred had the 
Senate ratified the peace treaty and this country en- 
tered the League of Nations. That contention seems 
reasonable. It is doubtful if Congress will be able to 
give the country any assistance at the coming short 
session. If they can in any way be instrumental in 
loosening credit by the banks, it may go a long way 
toward helping things. 

“Conditions in the ribbon and carbon industry are, 
of course, affected by the present depression, perhaps 
not to so great an extent as some of the other indus- 
tries, which have completely shut down, and this be- 
cause of the fact, no doubt, that the goods we make are 
indispensable, and frequently during tight times there 
is even a better demand, for extra efforts for business 
involve the use of larger quantities of ribbons and car- 
bon papers. This industry is also singular in that in 
spite of the enormous advances in the cost of producing 
the goods, prices have been raised most moderately, the 
consequence being that price reductions, if any, will 
necessarily be small. There may be some reductions 
after the first of the year, or perhaps not until spring, 
action being primarily dependent upon the price of 
cloth and paper. We are, of course, as always, pre- 
pared to give the trade the benefit of the market. 

“So far as the future is concerned, little can be said 
authentically at this time. It is reasonable to conclude 
that both cloth and paper will come down in price 
sometime after the first of the year. It is stated that 
the price of colors will remain very firm. It may be 
clearly stated, however, that no one can expect that 
industry will in any way revert to pre-war conditions, 
but the same may be said of any industry. There is 
danger between quoting reasonable prices and prices 
that are too low to pay a proper wage which will cer- 
tainly be demanded, and to make the margin of profit 
that a manufacturer must make in order to maintain the 
standards of his business. We feel, however, that op- 
timism must be exercised to the greatest possible de- 
gree and that everything must be done to re-establish 
business on a normal basis, and we fervently hope that 
this will be accomplished through some agency in the 
very near future. We will do our bit in pushing this 
idea, as we feel that it will sooner put us on a much 


better basis than we now are.”’ 
* * + 


J. H. Schemerhorn, vice-president of the Joseph 
Dixon Crucible Company, Jersey City, N. J., says that 
the year 1920 will show the largest production of pen- 
cils in the history of his company, if not, in that of 
the industry, even though they have had many diffi- 


culties to contend with to get labor and supplies. “We 
are pleased with the outlook for 1921,’ said Mr. 
Schemerhorn, “especially from the production stand- 
point. While orders have been coming in more con- 
servatively during the last two or three months, we are 
many months behind: in making shipments and are 
confident that in the early part of next year new or- 
ders will again be reaching us in large volume. There- 
fore, it is gratifying to us to see the labor situation 
easing up. We are now more nearly able to get all the 
labor needed in our factories than at any time during 
the last five years, and the production from our pencil 
factories during the month of November was a record 
breaker. 

“Of course, one subject that is prominent in the 
minds of everybody today is the question of possible 
reductions in prices of some of our graphite products. 
Because especially of raw material markets we see no 
prospect at this time of being able to reduce pencil 
prices for some time to come as there has been no re- 
cession in costs as applied to the lead pencil business. 
In fact we do not think the trade is expecting any re- 
duction in pencil prices as they recognize that such 
prices have advanced very moderately during the last 
five years—considerably less than one-half as much as 
the advance in merchandise generally. 

“A pleasing thought in our minds at this time is the 
hope of getting considerably increased production dur- 
ing 1921 so that we shall be able to give better delivery 
service and better attention to the development of our 
pencil business in foreign countries as unfortunately we 
have been unable to take advantage of the opportun- 
ities that have constantly been with us for some years 


to build up our foreign trade.” 
* * * 


The House of Eberhard Faber, Brooklyn, N. Y., 
expresses the following opinions with regard to the 
outlook through its sales manager, A. W. Williams: 
“The pencil industry is fortunately of a stable nature 
and therefore not affected as much as some lines by the 
general condition of the country. The use of a lead 
pencil is necessary whether times are good or bad, as 
offices must continue and pencils are essential in this 
work. Schools also must continue and consequently 
the use of the pencil is again called upon to serve its 
part, so that there is a constant general demand. 

“During the past three years the advances in this line 
have not been proportionate to kindred lines in the 
stationery trade and consequently there is less occasion 
for recession. The condition of the raw material mar- 
kets will not permit of it and the wage cost is still 
maintained. There is little prospect at the present 
time of any change in prices, and it might be well to 
say that the conservation in regard to the styles has 
met with such hearty approval by the trade throughout 
the country, that it is not our intention to revert to the 
many different styles and finishes that we formerly 
made before the conservation period. 

“This applies to our penholder line as well as to 
pencils, and in this decision we feel sure we have the 
hearty support of all our customers.”

The situation from the standpoint of a man in the 
bookkeeping machine field is expressed by M. S. Eylar, 
vice-president in charge of sales, Elliott-Fisher Com- 
pany, Harrisburg, Pa., Mr. Eylar says: “There is no 
pessimism around this office.

The outlook as seen by C. B. Gordon, general man- 
ager of The Carter’s Ink Company, Boston, Mass., 
as follows: “It takes sore courage to attempt to 
prophesy relative to the business outlook for next year, 
but we are glad to give you our personal views as re- 
quested. We are expecting a reasonably normal de- 
mand for our products after the first of the year. Even 
when business is slack the actual consumption of inks 
and adhesives, typewriter ribbons and carbon papers 
is not materially reduced, so that while buyers may 
purchase from hand to mouth, and thus temporarily 
curtail our sales, the ultimate consumption is not seri- 
ously affected. 

“Dealers have been buying conservatively for some 
time and we anticipate that with the opening of the new 
year the demand will be strong enough from consumers 
to require them to replenish their stocks. 

“So far as general business conditions are concerned 
we are looking for improvement by early spring. One 
man’s guess is as good as another’s but we pass this 
along for what it may be worth.”

The situation in the typewriter world is seen through 
the eyes of Vorley Wright, manager for the 
Woodstock Typewriter Company, is that typewriters 
will not come down in price along with certain other 
articles which are showing declines. In contrast to 
the general run of articles offered on the market, type- 
writers have advanced in price less than any other de- 
vices perhi aps, the manufacturers having held down 
their prices almost to the pre-war level. This has been 
done in spite of the tremendous increase of cost during 
a manufacturing period which taxed the patience and 
resources of these manufacturers to a degree never be- 
fore approached. Typewriters are being sold today at 
little more than the price demanded twenty-five or 
thirty years ago, when manufacturing, selling and ad- 
ministrative costs were less than half what they are 
today. He reminds us that the actual price increase 
of typewriter machines has been around Io to 15 per 
cent and in some cases less than that so that a type- 
writer previously priced at $100.00 is now priced at 
$105.00, $110.00 or $115.00. Mr. Wright says that 
had the typewriter manufacturers succumbed to pre- 
vailing demands, they could have held thousands of 
skilled mechanics who were coaxed away from their 
plants by the high wages paid in automobile and sim- 
ilar industries, which if paid by the typewriter manu-

ity and more progressive policies next year. 

“The demand for safe deposit boxes, steel furniture 
and filing equipment for offices and banks is as stable 
as that of any commodity and is certain to increase. 

Building is going forward. New enterprises, new 
banks and expansion generally mean increased oppor- 
tunities.”

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CLEARING GOODS AT SOUTH AFRICAN PORTS 








Wrong Practices That Make for Delay in These and Other 


Ports, and Suggestions as to Remedies. 


By Harwood Koppel. 


NOTE.—Any manufacturer who is shipping goods to South Africa should give the following article a 
careful reading. Its well-presented recommendations should be learned by every shipper, and should be under- 
stood by his responsible employes. Money, time and annoyance will be saved by harkening to Mr. Kop pel’s timely 


advice. 


EPORTS reaching America from various points 
in South Africa state that importers have, in 

many cases, experienced much difficulty in clear- 
ing goods arriving at South African ports on vessels 
sailing direct from New York or other eastern ports in 
the United States, because the bills of lading are usual- 
ly sent via England. This disadvantage may be under- 
stood when it is realized that cargo steamers sailing 
directly from New York or Boston generally complete 
the voyage in about 30 days, while letters sent by way 
of England now take from 40 to 50 days. 

The usual practice of New York forwarders is to 
attach the bills of lading to a draft drawn on the im- 
porter, the documents then being turned over to a New 
York bank to be forwarded to its South African cor- 
respondent for collection. The New York bank gen- 
erally sends these documents by regular mail via Eng- 
land. As matters now stand documents so sent can not 
be expected to arrive in South Africa until 15 or 20 
days after the goods have arrived by a direct route. 
Two difficulties arise as a result of this condition. 

One of the difficulties is that the ship’s agents decline 
to surrender possession of the goods until the bill of 
lading is produced. The draft with bill of lading at- 
tached not having arrived, immediate production is im- 
possible. This difficulty, so far as delivery of the goods 
by the ship is concerned, may be overcome by executing 
a bond, at a moderate cost, on behalf of the importer 
for the production of the bill of lading within a reason- 
able time, thus protecting the ship’s agents. 

The second difficulty is more serious. The invoice 
is usually attached to the bill of lading and dispatched 
therewith, via England, a duplicate invoice being sent 
at the same time by the same route to the importer. 
Both invoices, therefore, arrive at the South African 
port from one to three weeks after the goods. In the 
absence of an invoice containing the declaration re- 
quired by the customs regulations there, the authorities 
assess the goods according to their judgment and re- 
quire a deposit running from 20 to 40 per cent above 
the amount that would have been necessary to pay the 
duty had a certified invoice been available in the first 
instance. Such excess is only refunded some three 
months after the filing of a certified invoice, the pro- 
ceedings to obtain same giving a great deal of trouble 
to the importer. 

If exporters, whose goods have been loaded suff- 
ciently long before the sailing of the cargo boats to 
complete the ships’ documents, will use every endeavor 
to have them mailed on the same vessel, thus causing 
the goods and the certified invoice to arrive at the same 
time, the foregoing hindrances will be overcome. 

In the case of exporters whose goods may be loaded 
too late for the completed documents to be sent by the 
same vessel as the goods, duplicate invoices, properly 
itemized and containing the required customs declara- 
tion, should be sent without fail on such boat, direct to 
the importer. The latter can then clear the goods upon 
executing a bond to the shipping company for the sub- 
sequent production of the bill of lading, thus protecting 


the company against the claims of the bank, which shall 
later receive the original bill of lading, being at the 
same time relieved of the necessity of depositing with 
the customs authorities an amount in excess of the duty 
normally attaching to such goods. 

Until the arrival and departure of mails between the 
United States and South Africa, via England, resume 
more normai conditions, it will greatly facilitate busi- 
ness, both for American exporters and South African 
importers, if the former will dispatch duplicates of all 
letters, whether containing invoices or not, direct by the 
first cargo vessel available sailing to a South African 
port. In the case of outward mails from Cape Town 
to the United States, the government of the Union of 
South Africa will, upon request, dispatch letters by 
any cargo boat available for taking letters scheduled to 
sail direct for New York or other American ports. If 
equal facilities are available on the American side, ex- 
porters there should avail themselves of the advantages 
of this means of communication. 

Merchants have felt acutely the rises in the rates of 
freight. It is stated that, so far as the United Kingdom 
and South Africa are concerned, the curious thing 
about shipping is that today the customary order of 
things is often reversed. In normal times the difficulty 
has been to provide sufficient freight to England, while 
ships coming out to this country have been well filled. 
Today the difficulty is to obtain tonnage to England 
while steamers coming to this country are often only 
partially filled. 

Complaints have reached this country that goods 
ordered in America to be shipped to Mombasa are fre- 
quently addressed to ports in countries other than 
British East Africa for transshipment to Mombasa. 
Consignments destined for British East Africa are 
often sent to forwarding agents in Durban, South 
Africa; in Bombay, India or Aden, Arabia, who have 
no branch in Mombasa, which not only causes delay but 
entails heavy extra charges, which the importer in 
British East Africa is compelled to pay. 

The ports of Mombasa and Kilindini, which are 
practically synonymous, are the only ones in British 
East Africa, and all goods destined for the Protectorate 
must land at Kilindini or Mombasa, which are on op- 
posite sides of the island Mombasa and only 114 miles 
apart. 

At present there are no direct shipping lines between 
the United States and Mombasa. The ships of the fol- 
lowing lines call regularly at Nairobi or at Kilindini; 
Messageries Martimes from French ports; Clan Eller- 
man-Harrison Line from British and South African 
ports; Union-Castle Line from British and South 
African ports; British-India Line from Bombay and 
South African ports. All ships from European ports 
(except those via South Africa) call at Aden, Arabia. 

Goods exported to British East Africa should there- 
fore now be consigned to Mombasa (or Kilindini) via 
Aden, Durban, Naples, Genoa, Marseilles, or rarely 
via Liverpool or London.

GETTING LEADS FOR SALES 


Two Looking Toward Extension of 
Sales Facilities.

The office equipment man is a hunter. He bags the 
best results by using all his faculties, including that of 
locomotion intelligently applied. Many a man needs 
new office equipment, but refuses to look the fact in 
the face until some good salesman turns the current 
of his thoughts into another channel. 

To bring about this change by means other than per- 
sonal calls is the business of advertising ; but the adver- 
tisement, whether circular or newspaper, does not al- 
ways have what the golfers call the “follgw through.” 
Then, too, not every man reads advertisements unless 
he realizes the need for something. He then begins to 
look around to find where he can get it. Newspaper 
advertising is unconsciously read by many people- 
their eyes scan the lines rapidly and a sort of sub-con- 
scious impression is left, exploding into attention when 
a matter of interest touches the reactive impulse. 

All desirable publicity is good for business. It starts 
a multitude of sales and closes many ; but the cream of 
the business is taken by the man who follows up his 
publicity by the old and reliable foot-work method. 

Getting the names and addresses of as many prob- 
able and possible buyers as one can pays for the labor 
one puts into it. Aside from replacements and addi- 
tions which are always going on somewhere among es- 
tablished houses, professional and semi-professional 
offices, public offices, institutions, etc., there are new 
concerns and new offices which are always good pros- 
pects. 

We have in mind a man who makes it a matter of 
business to know as many people as he can in every 
sort of occupation. He knows janitors, building agents, 
real estate men, contractors, architects and lawyers. 
He knows salesmen in other lines. He scans the news- 
papers and reads the columns of business periodicals 
devoted to real estate and building. The real estate 
transfers are his meat and the names of new concerns 
his particular delight, for he can sometimes sell them 
everything, from office furniture and supplies to print- 
ing, including such machines as he handles. Salesmen 
in non-competing lines give him information and re- 
ceive it from him in turn. The agent for the Cloud- 
scraper building tells him of closing a lease for the 
twenty-seventh floor—a good prospect for new equip- 
ment, to be intelligently approached while enthusiasm 
over the prospective new quarters is still at 104 
degrees. 

[It is the constant endeavor of this man to find those 
whom his equipment will serve and to convince them 
of the value of its service. He knows the trend of 
business—whether business houses are going north, 
south, east or west, and during his daily calls and con- 
versations with men in different pursuits he picks up 
and notes on memorandum slips a great deal of in- 
formation which is later turned into sales. 

This man is a real live wire; but any man who sells 
can put the same energy into it if his health is sound, 
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and apply the same principles. Little can be done with- 
out knowledge, either acquired beforehand or learned 
on the spot during the call. 

This brings me to the fact that there is more than 
one way to make a selling job go. Not every man 
travels the same road. The road to success is like the 
road to glory—there are many paths to the summit, 
each one demanding common sense, sincerity and hard 
work. 

The writer knows an adding machine man who calls 
on every business house and professional man in his 
territory. He works hard and wears out much shoe 
leather, but he gets results, often in unexpected places. 
His personality is urbane and agreeable, and his in- 
terest in your business is really genuine and seems to 
be his first concern, though never by word or sugges- 
tion does he pry into details. Few rebuff him, and he 
tells his little story in an interesting way many times a 
day, reasonably often he sells a machine and sometimes 
a whole battery of them. 

This is one way of making sales. It is a grind, but 
it is thorough, and, in the long run it brings good re- 
sults. But it is like the study of the Latin grammar— 
only the resolute and strong stick to it to the end. 

Keeping Track of the Prospect. 

Getting information is one thing. Keeping track of 
it is another. William Howard Montgomery, head of 
the Montgomery Book & Stationery Company, Salina, 
\ansas, has built up a flourishing business in the last 
six years. He knows how to sell and how to teach 
others, though he is but thirty-four years old. More 
than half of the sales of this company are made outside 
of the store by a follow-the-prospect plan, whereby 
prospects are kept track of by means of cards, each of 
which bears the name of a possible buyer, with in- 
formation as to the lines in which he is interested. 

The general prospect card contains space at the top 
for the name of the salesman, the customer, his ad- 
dress and the business in which he is engaged. 

Below the salesman’s name are two short columns, 
one headed “Date Called” and the other “Followed 
Up.” Beside these at the right are fourteen short col- 
umns with the headings: “W. Cab.,” “Steel Cab.,” 
“Supp.,” “Bk. C.,” “Desks,” “Chairs,” “Tablés,” “A. 
M.,” “Safes,” “Misc. Furn.,” “Neo.,” “Misc. Supp.,” 
“T. W.,” and “L. L.” Below at the left are the follow- 
ing words in column form: “Quoted,” “Interested,” 
“Suggested,” “Appointment,” “Left Catalogue,” “Use 
—__——.” At the right of the column containing the 
foregoing words is a wide space for such data as the 
salesman may wish to enter that cannot be indicated by 
check marks opposite the words quoted. At the bot- 
tom is a smaller space the full length of the card for 
“Result.” 

As the deals are closed or become impossible to 
close, the cards are thrown away. When the prospect 
comes down to a definite proposition, a new card is 
made out devoted to the article considered. This bears 
the name of the article and any other necessary in- 
formation, including its model, number, etc. Below 
are horizontal rulings for the name of the concern, 
datz called on, etc. \s soon as the machine is deliv- 
ered, an “Out Order’ is made on another card, with 
spaces for date, name of article, “Trial,” “Sale” and 
“L. P. D.’—Loaned Pending Delivery—the name and 
adiress of the customer and the final disposition of the 
motter. These “In and Out” cards serve as temporary 
records to show where goods are placed. When the 
transaction is completed and final entries are made in 
the books, the card is destroyed. The system has been 
exceedingly successful. 
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FINANCIAL CONCERN’S OFFICE MACHINERY 








An Account of the Labor-Saving Machinery Used by the Guaranty Trust Company, 
New York, N. Y. By Joseph B. Leonard, Purchasing Department, in The Guaranty News. 


N ORDER to accomplish the vast amount of detail 
work which is part of its daily life, the Guaranty Trust 
Company has to use a large and ever-increasing number 

and variety of labor-saving machines. Not only are they 
necessary to do its work quickly, but also economically. 

Everyone, of course, is familiar with the typewriter. 

To turn out the thousands of letters, telegrams, cables, 
forms and memoranda which carry its written message, 
the Guaranty Trust Company uses in its New York offices 
alone, over 700 typewriters. Among these are two book- 
keeping typewriters with adding mechanism and thirty- 
two fan-fold machines. The bookkeeping typewriter is 
used for making out customers’ statements, and in addi- 
tion to typing the desired facts and figures, adds and 





telegraph messages as they are written; special rollers on 
machines where a large number of carbon copies are de- 
sired; and an instrument that stands immediately back 
of the typewriter which holds the copy to be typed at the 
proper height and angle and on which a metal ruler keeps 
the typist’s eyes on the proper line, a slight pressure on a 
lever moving the sheet up as the copy is written. 


Automatic Typewriters for Quantity Jobs. 


Mention must also be made of the automatic typewriters, 
which pound rapidly away in an uncanny fashion with no 
apparent guiding power. They work on the principle 
of a player piano, holes being cut in a long strip of paper 
which when run through the machine establishes electrical 
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proves the figures. The fan-fold machines are used for 
typing what are known as fan-fold forms. These come 
in endless printed strips folded like a fan. As many as 
eleven carbon copies are made at one time. When one 
form has been filled in, the operator simply pushes back 
the carriage which holds the carbon paper, and knives 
cut the individual sheets apart. The operator then tears 
off the typed form and is ready to begin the next. This 
eliminates the inconvenience and loss of time due to the 
handling and rehandling of carbon paper. Besides this 
the fan-fold forms afford paitent registration on the vari- 
ous copies, while heavily inked blocks or patches on some 
of the sheets obliterate data not desired on them all. 


For Typewriting. 


To conserve the stenographer’s time in certain classes of 
work, the correspondent uses a dictating machine—a busi- 
ness phonograph, the spoken work being recorded on a 
wax cylinder, which is later placed on a-transcribing ma- 
chine, which repeats the letter to the typist. 

Again there is a machine for taking shorthand notes. 
It works like a small, silent typewriter, and writes a 
phonetic English on a roll of paper, which the typist later 
transcribes. 

Among the many typewriter accessories in use may be 
mentioned an attachment on the machines in our. tele- 
graph department which counts the number of words in

connection with the proper letters. These are depressed 
as though they had been struck with the human finger, 
and the printing is done as fast or faster than by the 
speediest typist. 

Mathematical Experts. 

The Guaranty’s seemingly never-ending maze of figures 
is added, multiplied, divided and subtracted with the aid 
of 160 adding and twenty-one calculating machines. 
These, unlike humans, seldom err. If anything is wrong 
mechanically they lock automatically and are inert until 
properly repaired. 

In cases where accounting is of a routine nature, the 
work of the bookkeeper or auditor is reduced to a me- 
chanical operation. This is done by a sorting and tabulat- 
ing machine. It comes in three units. The first registers 
all the desired facts by means of holes punched in cards 
especially designed for the purpose. The second sorts the 
cards into any groupings desired, and the third summar- 
izes, tabulates and gives the totals. For instance, in re- 
cording the sale of foreign drafts, cards are punched as 
to issuing bank, amount, country drawn upon, and any 
other necessary facts. They are then put into the sorting 
machine and rapidly assorted as to countries, banks, etc., 
and are finally summarized and proved by divisions and 
balanced. The machine is not only a tremendous labor- 
saver, but does its work with absolute accuracy.

I 
realize what it means after so many years of distinguished 
service to sever his official relations with this great or- 
ganization, but I sincerely hope, as I am certain that 
everyone interested in the Pan American Union hopes, 
that his interest, his untiring zeal, and his devotion to 
this great cause will continue to assist the Pan American 
Union in the years to come in quite the same extent as it 
has profited by his work in the years that have gone by. 

“And now a word to you, the members of the staff of 
this great organization. You realize, as I realize, that the 
word ‘service’ is at the very root and foundation of this 
institution. Jointly and severally we must seek every 
possible opportunity to serve each and every one of the 
republics of America, for in that spirit of mutual service 
America—this great continent—can at this time give to 
the world a great and permanent object lesson.

A Perilous Journey and a Safe Return. 


Being an Account of a Rescue Trip in Which a Leading 
Norwegian Office Equipment Man Was Concerned 
and Its Successful Termination, Illustrated with 
Some Views Taken by the Gentleman 


OME months ago Office Appliances published a short 

article concerning the trip taken by S. Garmann Clau- 
sen with the icebreaker “Sviatogor,” which went to the 
rescue of the Russian steamer “Solovei,” ice bound in the 
Arctic regions. Mr. Clausen returned from this adven- 
turous trip several weeks ago and sent us pictures illus- 
trating the incidents of the journey. The relief expedi- 
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men journey along the coast from Tromso up to the bor- 
ders of Russia and Finland. The photograph in the center 
top row is a likeness of S. Garmann Clausen himself taken 
during the coaling of the ship in Belutschi. About every 
man on board the ship worked day and night to fill the 
vessel with coal so as to be able to commence the journey 
through the ice. The picture of the three ships at the 
extreme right shows the Russian auxiliary steamer “Can- 
ada” at the left, the ice-bound Russian ship ‘“Solovei’’ in 
the center and the “Sviatogor” at the right. The “Canada’”’ 
reached the stranded ship by following in the wake of 
the ice-breaker. The picture at the lower left shows one 
of the places where the “Sviatogor” has been obliged mo 
mentarily to give in and it is lying panting in order to

tion with which Mr. Clausen was connected was a success 
in every respect. He tells us that the voyage was ex- 
tremely interesting, with many thrilling moments and sit- 
uations. “In fact, it was only touch and go,” said Mr. 
Clausen, “that we on the ‘Sviatogor’ ourselves escaped a 
most perilous situation.” 

Mr. Clausen had some expectation of enjoying big game 
hunting while in the Arctic regions, but was disappointed 
in this respect. They saw no white bears, but did see a 
few walrus and seals. Tens of thousands, however, of 
large birds flew about and rested on Nova Zembla and 
were so tame that they would hardly take the trouble to 
stir out of one’s way. Mr. Clausen says that he is heartily 
glad to be safe at home again after his adventurous passage 
through the ice, an event which made an impression on 
him that will endure throughout his life. 

We show several of the illustrations which Mr. Clausen 
sent. The picture at the left in the top row shows the 
market place in Tromso, where S. Garmann Clausen has 
an office equipment store. This is the northernmost city in 
the world which has a business especially equipped for the 
sale of office appliances exclusively. Tromso has a popu- 
lation of about 10,000 people and is a center for the fish- 
eries of northern Norway. Mr. Clausen’s traveling sales-

give crew and machines an opportunity to recover for a 
fresh attack. Mr. Clausen tells us that sometimes the ice 
breaker crushed ice nine yards in thickness, frequently 
encountering ice much thicker than that when it was 
obliged to find a way around. The center picture in the 
bottom row is a characteristic Arctic dog sledge with 
dogs. We are told that to be pulled along on a dog 
sledge over the ice and snow is a somewhat mixed pleas 
ure. If one does not know how to handle the lines, he 
is likely to finish up at a place quite different from the 
one he intended and in the meantime to be thrown off a 
number of times. After practice, it is not so very difficult 
to drive a team of dogs such as is shown in the photo 
graph. The picture at the right was taken from the stern 
of the “Sviatogor’’ and shows the return trip of the three 
vessels, the ship just named breaking its way through 
the ice, followed by the rescued steamship “Solovei,” the 
Russian ice-breaker “Canada” bringing up in the rear. 
The “Canada,” by the way, was despatched by the Russian 
government and followed in the wake of the Norwegian 
ship. 
“It was very fortunate,” says Mr. Clausen, “that the 
‘Canada’ was present because in the Kara strait, known

London, November 16th, 1920 

HE national coal strike happily finished too quickly 
T to after all be of any really lasting, serious damage 

to the industrial situation of the country Plenty 
of harm was done, of course, but the worst was escaped. 
Owing to this shut down this country is short of about 
15,000,000 tons of coal this year, and it is difficult to see 
how this can be made good unless much more activity 1s 
infused into the industry both by the employers and the 
workmen.

Now that the strike has been declared off, and the prin- 
ciples of a new working agreement for the coal industry 
have been accepted, the nation will look to the miners and 
co-operate whole-heartedly with the rest of 
the industrial community in extricating trade from the 
plight into which it has fallen, a plight which began well 
before the strike and is independent of it. There was one 
thing that manufacturers dreaded more than the prolonga 
tion of the struggle—namely, an inconclusive peace. Tl 
do not want to receive their coal on sufferance. They 
want to be able to rely on a regular and an augmented 
supply. With the Government, the coal owners and the 
miners pledged to a united effort in this direction, the 
way is opened up for a more economical production of 
commodities and stabilization of the financial position. 
<-> 
the strike will have the effect of 
deferring a reduction of prices in many directions. Britain 
dare not hope that her commodities will command the 
markets, however, unless they can be sold at cheaper rates 
The spur of competition is being applied mor 
and more persistently, both in the home market and in 
markets overseas. Many traders are emphatic in stating 
that the stagnation which has latterly been apparent arises 
not from a falling demand, but from the difficulty of 
financing business at the present price level. Numerous 
buyers whose name would be good in normal circum 
stances for substantial credit cannot be accommodated 
with the bank rate at 7 per cent and stringently limited 
overdrafts. The ready-money terms which ruled during 
the war enabled many traders with small capital to carry 
on without feeling the rise in values. Shopkeepers cleared 
out their old profits they had never 
to hope for, and conditions of shortage enabled them to 
convert into money any supplies they could get. When 
the opportunity came for re-stocking at the end of the 
war they realized that it required three times the old 
amount of capital to run their business. Under the

Typewriter sellers all declare that the coal strike did not 
affect them at all adversely, although further conversa- 
tion with them showed that towards the last days of the 
strike—it lasted fifteen days in all—falling off in the de- 
mand for machines was beginning to be noticeable. This 
has since been recovered from, however.

The imports of typewriters into this country again 
show a decline, the number that entered in October being 
4,391, as against 5,840 in September. The October im- 
ports bring up the total for the ten months to 68,851, 
which is a substantial improvement on the figures for the 
corresponding months of last year, when the imports 
were 43,310, and is also a big improvement on the first 
ten months of 1913—the last pre-war peace year—when 
we imported 40,796. From these figures many lessons 
can be drawn, no doubt, but it looks at first sight as 
though typewriter imports in the early part of this year 
were so substantial that they have left a reserve stock 
and have not therefore created a demand for imports to- 
wards the end of the year as might otherwise have been 
the case. We imported, further, 6 tons of typewriter parts 
in October, as against 3 tons in September. Altogether 
we have imported 58 tons in the ten months of this year, 
as against 42 tons in the first ten months of last year.

So much for imports. With regard to exports, these, as 
I have before explained, are divided into two sections al- 
ways—exports of the produce and manufacture of the 
United Kingdom, and exports of foreign and Colonial 
merchandise. Under the first heading we sent out of the 
country in October 274 machines and 7 tons of typewriter 
parts, making the totals respectively for the ten months 
of the year 3,291 machines and 33 tons of parts. In Sep- 
tember we sent out 317 machines, by the way, so again 
there is a slight falling off on this side of the account. So 
far as the exports of typewriters of foreign and Colonial 
origin are concerned, we sent away in October 464 ma- 
chines, making the total for the 10 months 5,871 machines. 
The export for September was 590 machines.

It will be seen from this that 
an extraordinary amount of light will be furnished to 
the workers inside and this by itself will be a distinct 
stimulus to production, especially as it will be backed up 
by good ventilation and, when needed, effective supplies of 
heating. It is already arranged that the Imperial machines 
will be exhibited in the spring at Olympia, where the 
company will have a large stand, and also at the British 
Industries Fair at the White City. In the meantime in 
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February or March a square keyboard model will be put 
on the market.

Turning to other branches of the business, the Roneo 

people report another prosperous year and have increased 
their capital. Speaking at the annual general meeting held 
in London on October 28th, Chairman Smedley said that 
the profits in 1918 were $267,845, in 1919 $365,250, and last 
year $505,100. The dividend had been raised from 15 per’ 
cent in 1918 to 20 per cent in 1919, and was now 25 per 
cent. These results had been obtained from the very 
large increase in the turnover. The sale of the Roneo 
Duplicator showed an increase over that of the previous 
year of 53 per cent, the sale of the Roneo Copier of 120 
per cent, and the sale of the Roneotype of 260 per cent, 
and the same applied to all the accessories, while the 
number of packing cases had increased by 50 per cent. 
The profits and dividends were satisfactory, but they only 
represented one element in the progress of the company. 
During the year 61 acres of freehold land adjoining had 
been purchased and three new factories erected. A further 
$120,000 had been or would have to be spent before the 
works were complete. The first factory only came into 
hand in May, the second in August, and the new supplies 
works would be finished in about three weeks. The past 
year’s profits had, therefore, not been augmented by the 
effect of this expenditure; on the contrary, they had been 
restricted by it. The time had arrived when the expendi- 
ture would be productive and should therefore be provided 
for by capital. It was proposed to create at that meeting 
125,000 additional ordinary shares of $5 each, which with 
the capital now existing would make a total of 359,650. 
These shares would be offered to the shareholders for 
subscription in due course, and it was believed they would 
be readily subscribed without any public appeal.

The demands for the company’s products continued 

steadily to increase, went on Mr. Smedley, and with the 
largely improved facilities for their manufacture there 
was little doubt, he thought, that the profits arising from 
the expenditure would far exceed the amount required to 
provide the dividend on the new issue. The company 
still relied on the fact that through its branches at home 
and abroad it was able to retain all profits from the raw 
material to the consumer. If its business were done 
through distributing agents the dividends would be much 
smaller. It counted its customers by tens of thousands 
instead of hundreds of thousands as would be the case 
under the latter condition. Recently the public of Liver- 
pool and Manchester for three weeks were supplied with 
their news by substitutes for newspapers’ produced on 
Roneo duplicators and Roneotypes, and the proprietors 
of the papers had borne testimony to the efficiency of the 
service. The export trade was developing with great 
rapidity. The sister company, the Compagnie du Roneo, 
of Paris, in which this company was largely interested, 
was enjoying at least equal prosperity. With great confi- 
dence the directors looked forward to the future, con- 
vinced that the prospects were all they could desire.

Englishman Looks Into American Methods. 

Mr. George Wareham, of the staff of John Dickinson 
& Company, Ltd., was one of our last month’s visitors. 

The house of John Dickinson is one of the largest paper 
concerns in England, producing a large variety of prod- 
ucts. The company operates several large factories in 
different centers and maintains executive offices in Lon- 
don. Mr. Wareham is immediately connected with one 
of the plants just outside of London. He came to the 
United States to pursue investigations relating to exten 
sion of the company’s business. Mr. Wareham visited 
factories and leading retail houses, making a very care- 
ful survey of some of the divisions of the industry. He 
interviewed several business efficiency experts and made 
an extensive study of business conditions in vogue in the 
United States. 

Mr. Wareham is a painstaking investigator. He has a 
faculty of getting at what he wants to know with very 
little effort and will take back with him, no doubt, just 
the information he came to obtain. But he gave out some 
good ideas as well as taking them in. Mr. Wareham is 
the kind of a man we are glad to greet as British cousin. 
He likes the American way of doing things, but is stead- 
fastly loyal to British institutions. 

In conversation with a member of the staff of Office 
Appliances, Mr. Wareharf pointed out the difference be 
tween the spirit of business in England and that which 
seems to be common in the United States. In the con- 
duct of British business is the strong undercurrent of 
that conservatism which is the undercurrent of British 
life. Custom has made a big difference between the sys- 
tems of the two countries. Practices that come under 
the term of progressive in the United States would likely 
be considered radical in England. This has hampered 
the relations of the two countries to some extent. Mr. 
Wareham believes that this is likely to be overcome by 
the fact that what is regarded as the type of progressive 
English business man is finding common ground with 
the United States conservative business man. Mr. Ware- 
ham is one of a number of Englishmen of our acquaint 
ance whose attitude will bring about this very desirable 
condition. 


Hankow Likes American Typewriters. 


Consul General Heintzleman reports from Hankow, 
China, that American typewriters are popular and in 
great demand. Since the German machines have disap- 
peared from that market the American typewriters have 
practically monopolized the field. A demand for rebuilt 
machines as well as new typewriters has sprung up since 
commercial courses have been established, and typewrit- 
ing schools operated.

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An Interesting Check Protector. 
The Unique check protector is the name of a product 


manufactured by the 
33-35 Walker street, New York, N. Y. It is a pocket device 
with a clip. Its appearance re sembles a pencil or fountain 
pen. A grooved revolving wheel, 
the protector, is intended to be drawn over the 
written on the face of the check, leaving a 
inked, depressed vertical lines, making-it, it is claimed, im- 
possible to erase or alter the amount of the check without 
detection. The grooved wheel is inked by means of a 
piece of felt fitting inside the barrel and held in place by 
a spring having a play of one-half an inch. Removal of 
the spiral spring permits the pad to be taken out for re- 
inking. A little cap fits over the end of the protector 
when it is not in use, being placed on the reverse end,

Unique Protection for Pass Cards. 

Pass cards of many kinds are used under conditions 
which make it impossible to keep them clean and’ legible. 
E. I. DuPont De Nemours & Company, Inc., suggests 
that transparent sheeting be used. The card is cemented 
between two sheets, and is protected against soiling, bend- 
ing or breaking. The sheets should be sprayed on one 
side with a mixture of one-third wood alcohol and two- 
thirds amyl acetate. Allow the sheets to dry for about 
ten minutes, then place the coated surfaces against the 
pass card, and dry under extreme pressure. Another 
method proposed is to coat the card on both sides with 
pyroxylin solution, applying with a camel’s hair brush. 
Adhesion to the sheeting is obtained by passing the card 
with the sheets on either side through a heated hand 
roller. A piece of blotting paper should be placed be 
tween the card and the roller.

“They are making juniper pencil slats at Bend and 
shipping them East in car loads. By the time the slats 
get back here with graphite leads in them, you are paying 
too much for pencils. We believe an Oregon-made pencil 

vill be as popular as the Oregon saw 
log, and fully as profitable for the 
amount invested. We have been im- 
printing pencils and penholders for the 
past eight years and realizing the de- 
mand of eight pencils for each man, 
woman and child per year, we see no 
reason why we cannot secure our share 
of the coast business, at least. 

Mr. Morningstar expects to have the 
pencil factory in operation early in the 
new year. An unique feature is that the 
initial capital required is being raised 
from the profits of pencil printing. 

Mr. Morningstar’s view that the West 
pays too much for pencils is a matter 
about which there can be two opinions, 
no doubt. There is a good deal to a 
pencil besides its cedar, spruce or juniper 
overcoat. It will assuredly be interest- 
ing to find out if the West, with its pen- 
cil wood, can make pencils for the West 
at a lower figure than the East.

Twenty-First Birthday of Moore Push-Pin Com- 
pany. 


The twenty-first birthday anniversary of the Moore 
Push-Pin Company of Philadelphia, Pa., will occur in 
February, 1921, when the company will fittingly celebrate 
its majority In the meantime the company has an- 
nounced some anniversary specials for the trade. 

The Moore Push-Pin Company was organized by Edw. 
Moore and W. Percy Mills. Mr. Moore had the idea of 
the glass heads on the pins for the purpose of holding 
down photographic prints in the acid bath. Mr. Mills. 
was at once impressed with the practical value of the idea 
in its broader aspects, and financed the starting of the 
company which exists today. The work of manufac- 
turing glass-headed push pins began in a small room on 
South Eleventh street in Philadelphia and the company

was incorporated about a year later for a small sum, op- 
erating 


conservatively and advancing little by little, al- 
ways on a sound basis to the fine busi- 
ness which exists today. The company 
has the same directors it had at the be- 
ginning twenty-one years ago. It has 
the same secretary, the same vice-presi- 
dent and the same treasurer. The only 
change that has taken place in the execu- 
tive personnel of the company was 
caused by the death of Edwin Moore 
about four years ago. Following the 
death of Mr. Moore, Mr. Mills took ex- 
ecutive charge of the company. It is 
interesting to note that the first girl 
employed by the company when it was 
started is still an active employee in 
the service of the concern. Mr. Moore 
was what may be called a practical man, 
and up to the time of his death he con- 
centrated very largely on the produc- 
tion end of the business, consulting from 
time to time Mr. Mills, who had gen- 
eral supervision over the advertising 
and sales policies of the company. Mr. 
Mills, however, did not take an active 
part in carrying on the detail work of 
the concern until after the death of Mr.

The kindly Tommies who car 
ried the mailbag felt that this would be asking too much, 
and although they did not make any objection to the 
small article in its case they could not carry an ordinary 
machine in its heavy deal packing case. Thus the make 
that didn’t get out of order was eagerly sought after dur 
ing the war. There was a tendency to choose the ma 
chine that had the least “improvements” for, as an office 
said, “I don’t want the thing to stand on its head or add 
up accounts, but just to do plain typing without getting 
its ribbon twisted or any fancy tricks like that.” Little by 
little the boys at the front got quite canny about ribbons. 
“IT don’t like that way of swinging it on,” they would say, 
“it's sure to get stuck at some important moment.” When 
back on leave officers hung round experts in the office ap 
pliance line and drank in all the knowledge that they could 
acquire in the half hour before the theatre. Ideas about 
graft and suchlike seemed to dawn upon them, as they 
realized what a vast difference there is between different 
makes of machines, between ribbons and even carbon pa- 
per. They returned home grimly determined to abandon 
the attitude of the bachelor housekeeper, in the office. He 
can perhaps never understand anything about cooking or 
keeping a linen press in order, but they saw it was part 
of their job to see that they got the best in the office ap-

Experience Applied to Conferences. 

Many of the men who assisted in an official capacity at 
the Peace Conference had just come back from the front. 
They realized the necessity of a careful organization of 
the business side of the conference. If all was well “below 
stairs,” so to speak, it was probable that business would be 
got through in record time. If on the other hand things 
were slip-shod in the duplicating room, much valuable 
time would be lost. With years of war experience they 
bought up all the best machines in Paris, regardless of 
cost, and sheafs of stiff paper were soon being covered 
with estimates, figures and all sorts of things required in 
haste, and that could not be printed in time. Little by 
little everyone connected with the meetings began to 
realize that duplicating was largely taking the place of 
printing. Nowadays it is turned so well that it fre- 
quently looks better and more stylish than poor printing. 
It is incomparably less expensive, as only the exact num 
ber of copies required need be done. It may be objected 
that this is true of printing. The difference between the 
two methods, however, lies in the fact that if there were 
some uncertainty as to whether more copies would be 
wanted half an hour later, it would not be possible to 
immobilize an immense printing machine on the off-chance, 
whereas duplicating machines being inexpensive and plen- 
tiful can be left even for days, with the stencil ready to 
run off more copies if needed. 

Mobility of Plant. 

In most of the big cities of Europe today printers ask 
for a week to get a hundred visiting cards ready Any 
thing more ambitious in the way of printing takes two or 
three weeks. Typing in the native language can be done 
within the 24 hours, if there is not much of it. In another 
language it takes days. The girl who knows English, 
Spanish or Italian is invariably out. All attempts to see 
her prove to be failures. The hurried traveler comes to 
the conclusion that the werk will be given out, probably 
at night, to someone occupied at some other business 
during the hours of daylight. It may suit him for this 
man to have the copy to take home, or it may not. Prob 
ably he does not care to have his correspondence read 
by an unknown man, perhaps a competitor in the same 
branch of business. If this is true of ordinary business 
it is still more so of matter belonging to a conference. 
Whether political or scientific, secrecy is usually observed 
until the proceedings are published to the world rhis 
means that the work must not go out of the conference 
buildings. As it is almost impossible to hire typists who 
can do work in any language but their own in the different 
capitals of Europe, and quite impossible in any but the 
big metropolises, bodies nowadays take their clerks and 
translators with them. If English girls come to Paris or 
to Genoa they are unable to write on the French or Italian 
keyboard, the latter being particularly confusing to 
strangers. This means that all the machines must be 
brought along. Strange to say, a good article bears pack 
ing and carting remarkably well, especially when traveling 
under government auspices, which means that there is no 
interference with the cases at custom houses, en route, 
and that they can remain in the train, while other luggage 
is being flung on platforms, thrown on tables and other 
wise maltreated. 

None the Worse for Journey. 

Having frequently borrowed a typemachine from the 
girls who were working them at the various conferences, 
that have succeeded each other so rapidly since the war, 
I can say that seldom or never I found the machine was 
any the worse for the very adventurous life it had led 
during the last two years. The packing had no doubt 
been well done, but the machine must have experienced 
various jars and jolts. Then, being short of office ap 
pliance material, typewriters are not kept for one person, 
but used indiscriminately by all and sundry. The average 
conference machine needs a hard tap to make it move, as 
it has been used for duplicating the maximum number 
of copies and for stencilling. These things are hard on a 
machine, but still the good makes survive the hard usage. 
It is interesting to note that in spite of all the new makes, 
English, French and Italian, now on the market, only 
the American standard machines are seen in the rooms 
behind the conference halls. This is the more remarkable 
that it might naturally be expected that each delegation 
would use a machine from its own country.

goods than to soliciting orders and getting business. 

“We who are in the sales departments of business are 
now obliged to go out and sell goods on quality. I am 
free to say that I like this condition better than the one we 
have so recently passed through. The real salesman loves 
to sell; meeting and solving difficult sales problems make 
life worth living for him. 

“[ believe there is nothing at all the matter with our 
country; I believe the prospects for better business, and 
more business were never brighter: I believe that the 
market for office equipment and stationery is good and 
that before long it is going to boom. People have got to 
use stationery if they are going to do any business at all 
The man whose business is slow is writing to all his old 
customers to get new business and extending his efforts 
into other fields, and when the new business comes, he will 
have to make more records and do more corresponding 


and circularizing to keep up with it. There is no reason 
for any stationer to be pessimistic; opportunities lie just 
outside his front door awaiting the man with the initiative 
to seize them and make them his own. 

“The same principles apply in the carbon and ribbon 
business. Concerns which have a real business policy; 
which make and sell good goods and treat their customers 


fairly need have no fear of the future. 

“Materials are still very scarce; the paper situation has 
not been relieved, and prices have been advanced so littl 
during the last four years that, instead of looking for 
lower prices, buyers might logically expect advances 

“I believe that 1921 will be one of the best business years 
we have ever had in the office appliances field, if people 
will quit thinking that the bottom.is.going to drop out and 
quit wailing about bad conditions* which really do not 
exist, for the country was never 4 better shape. The 
United States is today the most prosperous, happiest, 
safest and most satisfactory country in the world for 
business man to live in.” 

In concluding this series of opinions, we quote a para 
graph from the Chicago Journal of Commer of De 
cember 3: 

“In addition to the actual reserve ration reported by the 
Bank of England, there is that intangible something whicl 
bankers here refer to as the ‘psychological asset,’ meaning 


thereby the absolute faith of the British people in_ their 
banking system. 

‘Bankers here in commenting upon the statement, called 
attention to the fact that Great [Dritain has been on an ay 
erage of four weeks behind us in the deflation program 
They believe this week’s report marks the peak of their credit 
strain, as ours was reached four weeks ago. Should this 
prove the case, another week or two of slight variation and

Toy Makers Seek to Stabilize Demand. 





Some Extracts From an Interesting Article in a Recent 
Issue of “Advertising and Selling,”—By 
Ralph Bevin Smith. 


Manufacturers’ trademark of an Uncle Sam hat 
with American-made toys, were being displayed and 
worn by the kiddies around Christmas time. This year 
they began to appear before mid-summer. The change 
represents a step forward in the co-operative movement 
of the Toy Manufacturers of the U. S. A. 
Last fall the Toy Manufacturers saw in the great flood 
of business which had come their way with the cutting off 
of imports during the war a splendid opportunity to 


| AST year the little blue buttons, bearing the Toy 


capitalize on the popularity of American-made toys and 
to drive home into the consciousness of American children 
and their parents the superiority of their products over 


those of their foreign competitors. So, just in advance of 
the holiday season, they started an ambitious advertising 
campaign for American-made toys in some of the national 


periodicals, in the children’s magazines and in most of 
the trade papers read by dealers who handle toys ex- 
clusively or as part of the general stock. They also em- 
ployed window trims, pasters, newspaper electros, the 
little buttons for distribution among the children, and ; 


generous variety of other dealer helps. The results 

consumer sales, discovered when the Christmas bu 

was checked up, were amazing. The results in dealer c 

operation were even more amazing. In summing up the 

results of this campaign the association report says 
How Dealers Co-operated. 

There is no doubt that the Toy Manufacturers’ adver 
tising has established consumer consciousness for Amet 
can-made toys. It has given them a personality and 
established their superiority. But it has also. convinced 
the dealers all over the country that American-made Toys 
will build such good business for them that they are co- 
operating with the toy manufacturers to an extremely 
gratifying extent. 

* %* * There were over 1,200 dealers out of a total 
of 4,763 on the list who co-operated in some 
form with the idea of American-made toys. To state this

652 dealers requested 2,161 electros for newspaper advet 
tising. Lantern slides were requested by 116 dealers 
The Toy manufacturers of the U. S. A. in one year 
raised the toy business to the position of one of the 
ereatest and most favorably known industries in America. 
Their first aim is to hold the tremendous increase which 
came so extensively from 1914 to 1918. But back of that 
lies a greater, more splendid object than merely holding 


what they already have. Never will they be satisfied until 
they have covered their whole potentia! market of 24,- 
000,000 white boys and girls, and—even more than that 

until they have made America the world’s market for 


toys. 
Since last Christmas the manufacturer-advertisers hav 
made the step forward, foreshadowed in this report. The 
original purpose of their co-operation was, as indicated 
in the report, to “establish consumer consciousness for 
American-made toys” and “to give them a personality 
and establish their superiority.” A great deal was made 
of the patriotic appeal. The trademark of Uncle Sam’s 
hat heaped with American-made toys and the association’s 
cut showing a very benevolent Uncle Sam with a boy 
and a girl in his lap playing with an American-made 
hobby horse and an American-made doll were emblazoned 
everywhere on the association’s advertising. The plainly 
put moral of the publicity material was that it was a 
patriotic, American thing for American boys and girls 
to play with American-made toys, for American parents 
to buy them and for American dealers to give them the 
preference over imports from abroad. It was the obvi- 
ous move to realize on the patriotic sentiments, the na 
tional consciousness that had been stirred up by the war 
Now that the first objective has been reached, that “‘con- 
sumer consciousness” has been established for American 
Made Toys, that the American toy-making industry has

his power to a point where he has little to fear from 
abroad, let the foreigner speed up production and sales 
effort never so much. He is not going to have any trouble 
in holding what he has. His reai problem is, quite as he 
has seen it, the widening of his market and the stabilizing 
of his demand. Incidentally, the biggest contributions 
to the 1920 campaign fund came from dealers whose prod- 
ucts meet no foreign competition. 

The 1920 campaign has a year-around program. The 
advertising begun in the Spring will continue through 
the Fall. A big window display contest in which more 
than 500 dealers distributed throughout the country par- 
ticipated in May and June will be repeated again after 
the summer holidays. At the same time, the dealers and 
jobbers will co-operate to strengthen and extend the 
“American-Made Toy Brigade,” a plan which features 
the distribution of the trademark buttons to kiddies and 
the lining up of the kiddies to organize a juvenile barrage 
to pound down parental preference for foreign toys wher- 
ever it may exist. 

Last year’s slogan was simply “American-Made Toys.” 
This year, it is, in effect, if not in fact, “More American- 
Made Toys.”

The topic 
uppermost was the work of the correspondence super- 
visor, or critic, a new factor in modern office practice. 
Tremendous gains in letter efficiency were _ indicated 
through a careful study of correspondence expression and 
execution. A number of helpful addresses were presented. 
H. W. Harney, of the Dennison Manufacturing Company, 
was scheduled to make an address, but was unable to 
attend. 

A referendum has been called for by the Better Letters 
Association, seeking an expression of members on affilia- 
tion with the Direct by Mail Association. The Fourth 
Annual Conference discussed the plan, and it was voted 
to refer the matter to the membership. The fields of the 
two organizations are along related lines, and in some 
cases a duplication of effort is involved. The program 
of the Better Letters Association as carried on the past 
year has been a heavy burden on the secretary. It is felt 
that the amalgamation will be beneficial to both bodies.

As a protection against fraud and inaccuracy, the 
Guaranty uses thirty-two check writers which impress the 
amount of the check into the fiber of the paper with in- 
dellible ink. Special writers are used for dividend checks. 
For instance, if a man has fifty shares of stock and is en- 
titled to a three per cent dividend, the dial is set for fifty 
shares and the check is written (both in words and 
numerals) for $150. All checks, drafts and stock certifi 
cates are cancelled by large perforating machines which 
stamp the date and the word “Paid” or similar inscriptions 
in large letters through the paper of the checks, a handful 
at a time, making it impossible to use them again, while 
not spoiling them as records. 


Protective Machines. 


Perhaps we should not speak of the telautograph as a 
protective machine, although it is also a great labor and 
time saver. We have nine of these machines in our 
general bookkeeping department, several connected with 
the paying tellers, and others with other departments and 
our branch offices. If a depositor presents a check at the 
paying teller’s window and the teller is sure of his sig- 
nature and identity but not sure that the amount is on de- 
posit, he presses a button on the machine, which rings a 
buzzer in the bookkeeping departmnet. He then writes 
the customer’s name on a brass plate with a metal stylo 
and an exact reproduction of the writing is registered 
on a long strip of paper in the bookkeeping department. 
The bookkeeper immediately replies by writing the cus- 
tomer’s balance in the same way and it is duplicated on 
the machine in the teller’s cage. This is done while the 
teller is counting the money and seldom results in delay. 
Its great advantage over the telephone or verbal mes 
sage is that the figures are actually written and may be 
preserved as a record, thus reducing the possibility of 
mistakes to a minimum. 

Time Savers. 


For speed and the elimination of clerical drudgery, the 
addressing machine is invaluable. Names and addresses 
of depositors, stockholders and others are stencilled by 
special cutting machines on small metal plates which are 
filed in long trays until wanted. When the occasion arises 
the plates are placed in the addressing machine, and cards 
or envelopes are run off at the rate of many thousand an 
hour. Customers’ names and addresses are printed in ad- 
vance at the top of their monthly statements by this ma- 
chine, and with the use of window envelopes, the ad 
dressing of envelopes is thus made unnecessary. Those 
familiar with the bookkeeping department of a bank know 
the tremendous amount of extra work that would result 
if this information had to be written by hand or typed 
on customers’ statements, and the envelopes addressed 
separately. The Guaranty keeps sixteen plate cutting 
machines, and twenty-one hand and foot power, and 
three automatic electric, addressing machines constantly 
busy. There are on file over 700,000 name plates which 
are kept up to date and ready for immediate use. By 
use of such means it is possible for the Guaranty to get 
notices and letters of all kinds into the mails in the 
course of a few hours. 

Among other labor and time saving machines may be 
mentioned one which signs eight or ten copies of a docu- 
ment simultaneously by means of fountain pens con- 
trolled by a master pen in the hand of the signer. The 
papers to be signed are usually in sheets and are carried 
under the pens as fast as they can be signed and removed. 


Change-Making Machines. 


In order to make change quickly each paying teller has 
an automatic cashier. The push of the desired key on 
the machine causes the exact change to drop into the 
teller’s hand. The paying tellers also have an automatic 
coin wrapping machine which counts and wraps in rolls 
large stacks of loose coins, open at each end so that the 
coins can be seen when handed to the customer. 

In order that the many thousand letters received and 
sent daily may be handled with the greatest possible 
dispatch, the mailing department uses electric letter open- 
ing and sealing machines. The former cuts the hundredth 
part of an inch off three sides of the envelope, while the 
latter seals them with great rapidity. Electric melting 
pots keep sealing wax ready for instant use, while stamp 
affixers place postage stamps on other than Government 
envelopes, and count them besides.

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In the transit department is a machine which indorses 
checks. This operates so fast that it would take several 
men using rubber stamps to do the work in the same time. 

The cremation division of the trust department has a 
specially constructed incinerator for the burning of can- 
celled bonds, coupons, etc. It is a large furnace with very 
fine grating to prevent the smallest coupons from escap- 
ing and two electric blowers to force the burning. A 
machine for cutting coupons from a large number of 
bonds at one time is also used by this department. 

The Guaranty kitchens, from which 3,500 meals are 
served to employees daily, contain the latest mechanical 
equipment: Bread and meat slicers, electric vegetable and 
potato peelers, dish washing machines, butter-patty ma- 
chines, silver polishing machines, and others which help 
to feed this army of employees with the greatest efficiency 
and dispatch. 

In the several New York offices there are more than 
750 telephones. These are connected with two central 
switchboards, one for inside and one for outside calls. 
Connection with the board desired is estabished by push 
buttons on the desks. 


The company has private wires to the offices of its 
correspondents in a dozen cities and over these a steady 
stream of messages passes. The cable department re- 
ceives and sends direct in our own code thousands of 
messages from all parts of the world. Stock and news 
tickers keep officers informed as to outside events. 


The purchasing department uses a machine which tests 
the quality and resistance of paper. This is of special 
importance in the selection of envelopes which must carry 
valuable contents and stand up under the strain of much 
rough handling. In this department there are also in use 
attachments to the telephone which give the use of both 
hands to the person talking, enabling him to continue at 
work while holding the line either before or after getting 
the connection. 

The printing division employs an electrically driven ma- 
chine which prints the corner card on Government en- 
velopes by means of an automatic feed at the rate of from 
20,000 to 25,000 a day. A photo-static machine photo- 
graphs wills, documents, checks, signature cards and other 
papers and develops and prints them, while another ma- 
chine dries them in a few minutes by electricity. Besides 
its printing presses this department uses electrically driv- 
en multigraphs and mimeographs, a large paper cutter, 
and a perforating and punching machine. It is soon to 
install an apparatus which will replace the old fashioned 
bookbinder and enable it to bind all the bank’s papers 
and records by machinery. 


Some time ago one of our representatives going to Eu- 
rope on a ship sailing in six days had to take with him 
copies of the records of a certain department covering a 
period of many months. The originals could not be spared 
or trusted to a sea voyage, so by working day and night 
and having the necessary photographic materials rushed 
to us from a distant city the entire lot of nearly 7,000 
sheets was photographed, bound in book form, boxed and 
rushed by taxicab to the ship just two hours before it 
sailed. This is simply an example of the emergency work 
our print shop is called upon to handle. 


Not only does all this equipment save time and expense 
for the company, but it enables it to give quicker and bet- 
ter service to its customers. 


Decision on Time Limit for Claims. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission has handed 
down a decision in a case involving the clause in the ex- 
press receipt issued by the American Railway Express 
barring settlement in claims which have been in the hands 
of the company for two years and one day. The clause 
was held to be unreasonable. The Commission held that 
the provisions of the freight bill of lading are equally ap- 
plicable to similar provisions in the uniform express re- 
ceipt. The defendant companies are expected to incor- 
porate in their tariffs and uniform express receipts the 
terms and conditions of the Interstate Commerce Act, 
paragraph 11, section 20. The decision was based on the 
case of Decker & Sons vs. Director General supra. In 
that action the Commission held that the two-years-and-a- 
day clause should begin to run only after a carrier had 
declined the claim in writing.

“Old Man Specific” in Export Statistics. 

New classifications of export statistics are provided in 
a printed schedule issued by the Government, which 
aims to make foreign trade figures understandable, and of 
greater value to the business interests of the country. 
[he foreign commerce department of the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States has made an analysis of 
the new classifications. They remedy the lack of detail 
heretotore the subject of criticism; uniformity of terms 
and values in exports and imports are provided; there 
1S an increase in classifications, so that the old omnibus 
term “all other’ is not going to hide essential facts in 
the future. 

The new classification is the work of a committee of 
representatives from the various Government departments 
interested in foreign trade, co-operating with the business 
interests of the country Heretofore an alphabetical 
arrangement of articles has been followed in the trade 
Statistics, with very little systematic grouping. In the 
revised classification all commodities have been grouped 
according to items generally associated in trade, such 
as the various textiles, machinery and vehicles, animal 
Products, and vegetable products. These main groups

have been further divided and subdivided into smaller 
groups. and commodities. Both the present export 
schedules contain 1,234 items; the import classification 
984 items. 

The quantity of each commodity, as well as the value, 
will be given, permitting more accurate comparisons of 
our exterior trade. Export and import could not be 
combined in many cases, in the old statistics; for example, 
in the export data apples are reported in terms of barrels, 
while in the import schedules the same commodity is 
given in bushels. There are no such discrepancies in the 
new schedules. 

Decimal Classifications. 

The decimal system or classification, which has been 
used in numbering the commodities, lends itself readily 
to tabulation by machine and permits practically unlimited 
expansion or contraction of the schedule without disturb- 
ing any groups. 

The Foreign commerce department of the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States, with the approval of the 
Chamber’s foreign commerce committee, has urged that 
the new schedules be put into effect January 1, 1921. 
An increased clerical staff and larger mechanical equip- 
ment will be necessary to compile the statistics according 
to the new classification, and the chairman of the com- 
mittee on appropriations of the House of Representatives 
has been requested to give the earliest possible considera- 
tion to the increased appropriation necessary if the new 
schedules are to be made effective the first of the year. 





Factors of Export Trade Development. 


One of the important utterances at the seventh annual 
meeting of the Foreign Trade Council was embodied in 
the address of James A. Farrell, president of the United 
States Steel Corporation, and chairman of the Council: 

“The foreign trade of the United States, in common 
with domestic business, is suffering from the general con- 
traction of credit,” he declared. ‘American exporters in 
many cases have been unable to finance an extension of 
their existing trade. In other cases they have been un- 
able to grant to foreign customers the credit necessary 
to insure continued foreign purchases. Furthermore, the 
situation has been aggravated by the low purchasing pow- 
er of many European nations, and by the frequent dis- 
turbances in transportation facilities throughout the world. 

“Under these conditions some of our manufacturers have 
been forced to diminish or discontinue their activities in 
foreign fields. But it is inconceivable that such a lessen- 
ing of our foreign trade interests should be suffered to 
continue longer’ than is absolutely necessary, or should 
be allowed to deter American manufacturers from mak- 
ing foreign trade a permanent and integral part of their 
business policy. 

“In every business there is a part of the production, 
roughly estimated at the least twenty per cent, which 
cannot remain unsold if the first eighty per cent of the 
sales are to prove profitable. Remove this last twenty 
per cent and the whole operation will cease to show a 
profit. So it is with the present productive capacity of 
the United States; a certain volume of foreign sales must 
be maintained or the industry of the country will suffer 
throughout.” 


To Extend Commerce Bureau Activities. 


In an address before the convention of the American 
Manufacturers’ Export Association in October, plans 
for the increase of the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce were revealed. Dr. R. S. MacElwee, director 
of thes Bureau, stated that it was planned to establish 
about ten additional commercial attaches at important 
posts. Congress will be asked to increase the appropria- 
tion for the Bureau from $175,000 to $300,000. At the last 
session of Congress an effort was made to abolish the 
commercial attache service. The business interests of the 
country presented such a strong case that Congress did 
not cut the service as planned. 

Commercial attaches of the United States are the rep- 
resentatives of the business interests of the country, and 
operate independently of our diplomatic representatives. 
They relieve consular officers at important posts of the 
detail and initiative incident to commercial progress 
abroad. 


Express Weight Embargo Ended. 


The embargo on express shipments of 200 pounds or 
over has been lifted by the American Railway Express. 
It was laid at the time of the strike of express employees.

The Midwest Division of the National Association of 
Stationers and Manufacturers has decided to postpone the 
December meetings planned for the five states and con- 
centrate on a big general meeting to be held in the month 
of May in Kansas City of all the stationers in the five 
states of Nebraska, Kansas, Missouri, Oklahoma and Ar- 
kansas. 

Owing to the approach of the holiday period, many of 
the stationers felt unable to leave their places of busi- 
ness at this time of the year. With market conditions the 
way they are, every stationer felt the necessity for stay- 
ing on the job and doing everything possible to “unload.” 

Each of the five vice-presidents have sent a circular let- 
ter to every stationer in his state asking that they furnish 
a complete list of all “over-stock” which they may have 
on hand and as socn as this list is compiled, a bulletin 
will be sent out by Charles L. Mitchell, president of the 
Midwest Division, to each stationer in these five 
giving a complete list of all “overs” held by the different 
stationers and in this way it is hoped that the stationers 
will be able to help one another out in disposing of “over 
stocks.” 

Shortly after the first of the year, a meeting will be 
called by the president of the Midwest Division, to be 
attended by the five vice-presidents, and also by D. W. 
Collins of Oklahoma City and C. F. Meyer of Kansas City, 
the two directors of the National Association from this 
district, to outline a program for the spring meeting which 
will be attended by National Association officers and oth 
ers prominent in the stationery and office supply field.

Hillard Addresses Typewriter Mechanics.

In response to a letter from the Typewriter and Add- 
ing Machine Mechanics’ Aid Association addressed to 
typewriter manufacturers generally and requesting con- 


ferences for mutual advantage and understanding, F. W. 
Hillard, president of the Hillard Typewriter Company, 
New York, addressed the Brooklyn organization at their 
headquarters on November 12. 

Mr. Hillard chose for his topic the admonition, “Boost, 
Don’t Knock.” His remarks were followed by a general 
discussion, during which the objects of the association 
were described and its operative methods made clear. Ru- 
mors of impending strikes among typewriter mechanics 
were declared to be without foundation. 

Mr. Hillard said he favored the open shop and was 
against domination by any group. In his field he de- 
clared this to be the one policy which will bring about 
the best results, provided the manufacturer consults freely 
with the men who are making his machines. The “boost” 
spirit should rule and production should be the watch- 
word, hastening the coming of that prosperity which re- 
wards those who pull together.

Four specific 
problems in selling were outlined, and the sales demon- 
strated in an effective manner. The Standard line of 
books, manufactured by the Boorum & Pease Company, 
was used in thé demonstrations. The “cast of charac- 
ters” in the selling demonstrations included F. E. Walter 
(H. C. Hartshorn), Norman Miller (Thorp & Martin 
Company), Horace B. Van Dorn, Jr. (Joseph Dixon Cru- 
cible Company), H. E. Greenlaw (Adams, Cushing & Fos- 
ter Company), William B. McManus (Thorp & Martin 
Company), Everett Andrews (William M. L. McAdams), 
R. S. True, Jr. (Francis Doane & Company, Inc.). 

John T. Bailey, president of the Boston Stationers’ As 
sociation, reviewed the work of the St. Louis convention 
of the National Association of Stationers and Manufac- 
turers. His remarks were supplemented by Arthur L. 
Cole, Lawrence, Mass., who was also a delegate to St. 
Louis. 

The meeting was in charge of Horace B. Van Dorn, Jr. 
(Joseph Dixon Crucible Company), Harrie E. Copeland 
(Boorum & Pease Company), Clarence P. Davis (Ward’s) 
and James T. Towhill. Mr. Copeland led thescommunity 
singing. 


Dameron-Pierson Men Discuss Paper. 


The Dameron-Pierson Sales Organization, New Or- 
leans, La., listened at a recent meeting to remarks on 
paper manufacture made by J. Ogden Pierson, who had 
visited paper mills in the East while on a trip. Manufac- 
turing processes were illustrated by samples of paper sent 
by the L. L. Brown Paper Company. 


Horder’s Bowling League. 

The bowling league of Horder’s, Inc., Chicago, IIL, is 
recruited from both the retail and wholesale branches of 
that business. It is considered the first inter-company 
bowling league in the stationery field. A few years ago 
it would have been impossible to organize eight five-man 
teams in the Horder organization, and memory does not 
have to stretch very hard to recall when E. Y. Horder 
was the whole personnel of the company, from buyer, 
salesman, etc., down to errand boy. <A few years of 
Horder growth have made a great change. While the 
league is now comprised of eight teams, arrangements are 
under way to organize two more teams from men of the 
Horder forces who are anxious to get into the game. 

In naming the Horder teams, a novel plan was followed. 
The names of eight major league ball teams were selected, 
prefixed with the names of popular stationery manufac- 
turers in their respective cities. Early in December, after 
about two months of bowling, the Horder league stood in 
the following order: 

De Luxe Cubs, won 22, lost 11; Faber Dodgers, won 
21, lost 12; Dennison Red Sox, won 21, lost 12; Weis 
Tigers, won 18, lost 15; Sanford White Sox, won 16, lost 
17; Carter Giants, won 14, lost 19; Van Dorn Indians, 
won 11, lost 22; Waterman Yanks, won 9, lost 24. 

All expenses of the bowling league are paid by the 
Horder company, which also offers prizes each week 
valued at $10.00. The competition is so arranged that 
each bowler has an equal chance of winning. The Horder 
bowlers are not represented in the league of Chicago 
bowlers, as but one team is permitted from each concern. 

Although the women of the Horder staff have not yet 
organized a bowling league, they are taking an active 
interest in the sport. A dozen or more of them may be 
found bowling alongside the men on any of the regular 
league nights.

“Eagle A” Unity Question Box. 


Some helpful answers to obvious questions. Reprinted 
from the American Writing Paper Company’s “Eagle A” 
Unity. 

There are seven newspapers printed in Chinese in the 
United States—four in San Francisco and three in New 
York. 

Envelopes had their origin thousands of years ago. In 
ancient Babylon it was customary to enclose the carved 
tablet bearing the message within a thin coating of clay. 
After sealing in much the same manner as we seal with 
wax today the whole was placed in the sun to dry, after 
which the message was ready to be delivered. Early in 
1700 envelopes were used in England for postal purposes 
but these were all made by hand largely by the users, and 
were only used in a small way, due to letters enclosed in 
an envelope requiring double postage, the law being that 
the postal charge was made for the number of sheets sent. 
In 1840 Sir Roland Hill created the penny post in England 
and thereby created the demand for envelopes; there- 
upon the stationers began to make envelopes. Each had 
several patterns of the sizes he handled. He made the 
envelopes by cutting out with a knife three or four en- 
velope blanks at a time. When trade was dull, these 
blanks were gummed, pasted and folded into envelopes. 
In 1840 the first machine for making envelopes was per- 
fected in England. 

In 1919 the United States produced 6,000,000 tons of 
paper. This figure includes paper of all kinds. This year, 
it is expected, the production will far exceed this quantity. 

Basis weight signifies the weight of a ream of paper as 
figured upon a standard base size. If the term is applied 
to book paper it means the weight of a ream in the stand- 
ard base size 25 in. x 38 in. Substance weight, or the 
more commonly used term, ‘Substance Number,” is also 
the weight of a ream of paper as computed upon a stand- 
ard base size. If substance weight is used in connection 
with writing papers, namely, bonds, ledgers, linens and 
papeteries, it means the weight of a ream in the standard 
base size 17 in. x 22 in. In cover papers it would be the 
weight of a ream in the standard base size 20 in. x 26 in. 
Loft-dried papers receive a slow, even drying which im- 
proves the finish and strength of the paper. This superior 
finish and strength can not be obtained by quick-drying 
methods.

Netherlands Floating Fair. 


Business interests of The Netherlands have organized 
a “floating fair” to exhibit products over the world. The 
first cruise, which will take about six months, is to in- 
clude New York, Philadelphia, New Orleans, Vera Cruz, 
Havana, Port au Prince, La Guira, Port of Spain, Per- 
nambuco, Bahia, Rio de Janeiro, Santos, Montevidio and 
Buenos Aires. About ten days will be spent in each 
port. A subsequent voyage is to include South Africa, 
East Africa, India, the Straits Settlements and the Dutch 
East Indies. 


Brazil Grants Preference to Belgium. 


Brazil has granted a preferential reduction of twenty 
per cent on imports of Belgian goods, including inks other 
than writing inks. Heretofore preferential grants by Bra 
zil were exclusive with the United States, based on similar 
treatment accorded Brazilian products entered into this 
country. The list of preferences granted products of 
the United States includes typewriters, which receive 
reduction of twenty per cent from the tariff schedule. 





Chile Reports New Consular Fees. 

Consular fees in Chile have advanced 150 per cent, 
now in effect. The present fees are: For merchandise 
not over $200 in value, $5.00; for every $100 over $200, 
$1.25; for bills of lading, $1.25; for letters of correction, 
$4.00; for extra copies (invoice and bill of lading), $1.25; 
for fractions of $100 under $200 (no charge when under 
$50.00), $1.25. 


Paper Mill in Australia. 


A paper mill under construction at Fairfield, Australia, 
is to be in operation by January 1, 1921. It represents 
an investment of £200,000, and will employ 300 men. The 
output will be print and other commercial grades of 
paper. It is expected that the plant will produce 160 
tons of paper a week. 





Japan Installs Stamp Selling Machines. 

The Japanese postal service will) import automatic 
stamp selling machines from the United States, to re- 
lieve the congestion in the first class post offices of the 
six largest cities. Stamping machines (presumably those 
we know as cancelling machines) will be used in offices 
of the first and second class. 


Typewriters at Prague Sample Fair. 

A sample fair was held at Prague, Czechoslovakia, 
September 12-28. There were numerous exhibits. Type- 
writers were the only American products shown. A pic- 
ture of the booth appeared on page 25 of the November 
issue of Office Appliances. 





Norwegian Import Prohibitions. 


Brief cases and writing articles are included in a list 
of prohibited imports by the Norwegian government. 
Licenses will be issued in case the shipper can show that 


his products are not luxuries. 


Trading with Latin America. 


A new foreign trade booklet has been issued by the 
Guaranty Trust Company, New York, N. Y., “Essentials 
of Trading with Latin America.” The booklet is a brief 
treatise on the problems of language, finance and ex 
change, credits, transportation, consular requirements, in- 
surance, packing methods, marking, etc. It directs those 
interested in Latin American trade to sources of informa- 
tion. 


Bulletin on Enamels for Steel. 


The Bureau of Standards, Department of Commerce, 
has issued Standards Bureau Technologic Paper No. 165, 
by J. B. Shaw. It covers the properties and the prepara- 
tion of steel for enameling, preparation of enamels, etc.

More than five hundred American manufacturers will be 
represented at the Buenos Aires Exposition to be held 
during March and April, 1921. The sole purpose of this 
exposition, which has the unqualified approval of the 
United States Departments of State and Commerce, is 
to sell American products. 

Through the courtesy of the Argentine Government and 
the Sociedad Rural of Buenos Aires, the exposition will 
be held in the nine beautiful exhibition buildings in the 
Parque Tres de Febrers, one of the most superbly pic- 
turesque sites in the world for this purpose. 

Argentine is a market much larger than the popula- 
tion of the country (about ten million) would indicate. In 
volume of imports of manufactured goods it leads all the 
Latin-American nations. In value of imports per capita 
it is among the first three nations of the world. 

The exposition will be advertised throughout all Ar- 
gentina, in Montevideo, Uruguay and along the railroad 
lines, as far west as Valparaiso, Chile, by posters, bill- 
boards and newspaper announcements. Railroad excur- 
sions will be run from various points for the convenience 
of outlying hamlets and estancias. It is estimated the 
attendance will average 50,000 to 75,000 a day. 

As already stated, its primary purpose is to stimulate 
the sale of American manufactures. But there is more 
in closer international trade relationships than the mere 
making of money. If they are satisfactory there flow 
from them benefits in better social, political antl national 
understanding, Therefore, while this exposition is funda- 
mentally commercial in purpose, it must, to accomplish a 
full success, be of a character in plan and operation that 
will create and leave behind it pleasant, friendly and last- 
ing impressions. 

This is the first of a series of expositions to be con- 
ducted by the American National Expositions, Inc., in 
foreign countries for the purpose of stimulating and ex- 
tending the export business of the United States.

Trade Mark Registrations in Uruguay. 


A blanket registration of the trade mark, “Sterling,” 
has been filed in Uruguay by Juan & Jose Drysdale &

paper, glues and sealing wax, furniture and cabinet work, 
stationers’ goods, inks and writing materials. The law of 
Uruguay protects the first registration, not priority of 
use. If American owners of the trade mark have not 
authorized the registrant to protect their interests, they 
can take legal action by presenting proofs of prior use 
within two years. 

Application has been filed by Coates & Company, 
Montevidio, to register “American” for use on a variety 
of products including stationers’ articles and inks for 
writing and printing. 

C. Preumayr & Company, Rosario, Argentina, have ap- 
plied for registration on the word “Eureka,” covering a 
list of products which includes “various machines and 
apparatus and their parts not otherwise specified.” 


Paper Pulp Prospects in Chile. 


The scarcity of paper pulp suggests the possibilities of 
using raw materials from Chile. Five years ago a sur- 
vey was made by a special agent of the United States 
Jureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce of the suita- 
bility of Chilean woods for pulp stock. There are sev- 
eral varieties which have tested out well in the Forest 
Products Laboratory of the Department of Agriculture 
at Madison, Wis. Transportation costs have been a draw- 
back. It is felt that the time is approaching when the 
pulpwood resources of Chile can find a market despite 
the long haul to the mills. An American firm in Chile 
desires the co-operation of capitalists in investigating the 
prospects of bringing Chilean pulp wood to market. The 
name can be secured from the Latin American Division, 
Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce, Washing- 
ton, D. C.

A Few of the High Lights of News and Features in 
December, 1905.

Business Show reveal many manufacturers who were ex- 
hibitors at the New York show this year. 

The Arithmograph Company, recently reorganized, had 
engaged the entire sixteenth floor of the Majestic build- 
ing, Chicago, Ill. It had acquired the business of the 
Fay-Sholes Typewriter Company. 

The Neidich Process Company bought a factory at 
Burlington, N. J., to be used for the manufacture of type- 
writer supplies. 

The Ellis Adding Typewriter Company was organized 
at St. Louis, Mo., with capital stock of $800,000. 

The list of awards at the Lewis and Clark Exposition 
at Portland, Ore., included the Bates Manufacturing Com- 
pany, Burroughs Adding Machine Company, Compto- 
graph Company, Crane Brothers, A. B. Dick Company, 
Felt & Tarrant Company, The National Cash Register 
Company, Underwood Typewriter Company, L. E. Wat- 
erman Company. 

The Alexander typewriter was announced as a new 
entrant in the visible writing field. 

The oratorical ability of F. E. Van Buskirk, Chicago 
manager of the Remington Typewriter Company, was 
commented on in connection with an address at Rock- 
ford, IIl. 

A. C. Albright, St. Louis representative of the Welling- 
ton typewriter, was finding selling a revelation. 

New York newspapers announced erroneously that Hon. 
T. L. Woodruff, president of the Smith Premier Type- 
writer Company, was a judge in the typewriting contests 
at the New York Business Show. 

George A. Heinrich became state sales agent for the 
Universal Adding Machine Company, with headquarters 
at Philadelphia, Penna. 

A $100,000 fire loss was suffered by the Tengwall File 
& Ledger Company, Ravenswood, Chicago, III. 

The Bennington Typewriter Company was incorporated 
in Arizona to manufacture a typewriter, a characteristic 
of which was logotypes of common words mounted on 
individual type bars. 

Paul Munter was given the palm at the New York type- 
writer contest, writing 2,099 words in thirty minutes; the 
error penalty then was five words. Miss Rose Fritz, 
afterward champion, came into public notice as winner 
of second place. 

James Hammond, president of the Hammond Type- 
writer Company, and inventor of the Hammond type- 
writer, was the subject of an illustrated sketch. 

Thirty-six of the advertisers in Office Appliances, De- 
cember, 1905, are represented in this issue. Many of the 
rest are out of business, or absorbed into concerns of the 
present day.

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The Salesman Who Wins. 

The Webster Way recently printed an interesting ver- 
sion of the elements of successful salesmanship, reproduc- 
ing a letter by F. S. Cobb, a business man well known to 
the Webster organization. 

“Give me the salesman who gets out of bed in the 
morning and is glad that it is time to get up; glad that 
it is the day it is; glad that he is working for the people 
he is, and glad he is going out, and wishes the day were 
longer, so that he might work more. You can’t beat 
that man. He will rise to the top, because perspiration 
means more than anything else.’ 

“In these words George W. Hopkins, one of the most 
successful salesmen in the country, and now sales man- 
ager for the Columbia Graphophone Company, gave a 
gathering of salesmen his idea of an ‘unbeatable’ salesman. 

“*Modern salesmanship is not talking, it is listening,’ 
said Mr. Hopkins in another part of his talk. ‘Give me 
the salesman that can show an expression of pleasure and 
interest while the buyer is talking, and lets him talk. Give 
me the salesman that can give the buyer just enough talk 
to guide him along so that he eventually sells himself. 
The salesman of today is the salesman who can listen as 
well as talk.’ 

“Mr. Hopkins also said he did not believe in a sales- 
man’s knowing his customers too well. ‘Personally I do 
not want to know my customers by their first name, and 
I do not want to visit with them, but I want to be so 
damned busy selling my goods that I have not time for 
anything else. 

“*Another thing I claim is that a salesman’s sample 
case is an index to the kind of a salesman he is, and 
whenever I get an opportunity to open his sample case 
and see how his samples are, I do it. If he has a dis- 
orderly sample case and if his samples are dirty, I will 
show you an unsuccessful salesman. His carelessness 
leaves an impression on my mind—a black mark against 
that salesman. 

“*T believe in the laugh, because ten years ago I was 
the ugliest cuss in the organization I was in, and I learned 
to laugh and learned to smile, and found it a great big 
help. I leave a man with a smile some way or somehow. 
One motto I believe in is, “To Berlin with yesterday 
What is doing today?”’” 


Quincy Merchants Curb Charity Calls. 

Merchants of Quincy, IIl., have organized along lines 
similar to those prevailing in larger cities, to prevent 
charity grafting. The average merchant has many calls 
on his funds, for “advertising” in programs, tickets for 
benefits, and like drains on business. The commercial 
men of Quincy formed the Quincy Merchants’ League. 
Members will not take advertising in any program, buy 
tickets or give prizes unless the project to be benefited 
by the expenditure has the endorsement of the secretary 
of the league. This officer is not in retail business, and 
has a secret committee, unknown to the members or the 
public at large, which passes on all applications. If a re- 
quest is rejected, the permit to solicit is refused. It is 
said that the merchants are spending less than ten per 
cent of the money which they were forced to donate to 
the projects of individuals and organizations five years 
back. 


Waste Paper Reclamation. 


The reclamation of waste paper in St. Louis is pointed 
out by Secretary Alexander, of the Department of Com- 
merce, as an example to other municipalities. The pupils 
of the St. Louis public schools are co-operating in the 
reclamation movement there, saving old newspapers and 
magazines. These are brought to school once a week, 
deposited in receptacles provided, and later gathered for 
disposal. It is estimated that the present school year will 
have shown over $15,000 worth of waste paper sold. The 
proceeds go to the Teachers’ Benevolent Annuity Asso- 
ciation, a voluntary organization. 

It would seem appropriate for stationers in various com- 
munities to foster a similar movement. Many of them 
have baling presses for disposing of their own waste pa- 
per. These presses might be placed at the dispesal of 
the organization formed to handle the local waste paper 
situation. Such a practice would emphasize the impor- 
tance of the stationer as an element in the supplying of 
new paper for the city’s use.

A New Recorder. 


The “Halomax” recorder is the name of a new device 
which, as its manufacturers say, “keeps an eye on your 
balance.” It is made in vest-pocket size and is arranged 
so that the date may be changed every day. There is a 
space for marking the date with a pen, the item received, 
and amount, items paid, and balance in the right-hand 
margin. By means of this device men in eyery profes- 
sion can keep an accurate register of their receipts and 
expenses and housewives can use it, if need be, as a 
household budget. The device was patented on June 8, 
1920. It is related that the company got its name in a 
rather interesting manner. One of the partners is Max 
3uchheim. When he first arrived in this country he 
knew absolutely no one and felt very lonesome, indeed, 
but as he was coming off the boat, someone shouted, 
“Hello, Max.” The sound which first greeted his ears on 
landing in the United States has been made the name of 
the company’s device.

An Interesting Series. 

Cyril C. Freer, advertising manager of the Roneo Com- 
pany, London, England, is giving a comprehensive series 
of lectures on advertising, with instruction on advertise- 
ment writing, advertising management and salesmanship 
to students of the Polytechnic in London. Mr. Freer 
is well known to readers of Office Appliances as an occa- 
sional contributor to our paper. He has a convincing 
way of presenting facts and arguments. 

Here are a few paragraphs from one of his recent le: 
tures. These he presents under the sub-title, “Commas 
are Costly”: 

“The cost of advertising is rapidly advancing and it is 
likely to go still higher. The price of paper is almost 
prohibitive and the postal rates have increased 100%. It 
follows therefore, as a natural consequence, that news 
paper advertisements and sales letters must be 100% per 
fect if they are to be profitable. 

“Every word in an advertisement, every atom of white 
space, every piece of border, every morsel of illustratio 
and every full stop costs money and if it does not sell the 
goods, it is downright waste. 

“*Reason why’ copy is creative of results, because the 
people of today are better educated, have greater dis 
crimination and more commonsense than most of us giv 
them credit for. They are quick to see through anything 
that is painfully thin, and they can judge when a thing 
is genuine and when it is not. They recognize the dross 
and discard it, and even though there may be foolish ones 
among the great mass, the vast majority ‘know what's 
what’.” 


Change in Important Swiss House. 


Hermann Moos, who, about two years ago relinquished 
the management of the house of Hermann Moos & Co., 
Zurich, on November 1 severed his connection with th« 
business in order that he may devote himself exclusively 
to his private enterprises.
